Two Mineral Mixtures for Hogs 

Do hogs receiving a good grain ra- 
tion require supplementary feeding 
with limestone and other minerals?— 
R. W. C., Pouce Coupe, B. C. 

Ans.: Many experiments have in- 
dicated a decided advantage from 
suplementary feeding of suitable min- 
eral mixtures. Ground limestone is 
only one of the minerals that hogs are 
likely to need. Salt is more often 
lacking. Many people think that salt 
is not good for pigs. True, when 4 
hog has been deprived of salt for a 
length of time and is then given free 
access it is likely to eat too much and 
kill itself. Nevertheless, salt is #0 
valuable for hog feeding that the lowa 
Experiment Station refers to it as 
“white gold.” 

There are various mineral mixtures 
that are helpful in feeding hogs and 
one similar to what we have used with 
much satisfaction is the following: 

76.5 ibs. slack coal, 
20 Ibs. salt, 
2.5 ibs. slacked lime, 
1 tb. sulphur. 
Another one wel) recommended is: 
9S Ibs. slack coal, 
60 tbs. bone meal, 
40 Ibs. salt, 
2 tbs. sulphur. 

Where there is difficulty in getting 
slack coal, we recommend feeding @ 
Mttle salt anyway. When the mixture 
ie composed in the proportions speci- 
fied, the pigs, unless excessively salt- 
hungry, may safely be allowed free 
access to it When one lacks the coal 
it is best to be on the safe side and 
start with just a pinch of salt, gradu- 
ally increasing.

EARLY CANADIAN CHEESE 


The early French settlers in Canada 
brought the art of making cheese 
from France.

The United 
Empire Loyalists brought with them 
from the United States a knowledge 
of the manufacture of Cheddar type 
of cheese into different parts of On- 
tarigo over one hundred years ago. All 
cheese in Canada was made on farms 
until 1864 when the first cheese fac- 
tory was started, 


ANCIENT AGRICULTURAL LORE 


Pliny, the Roman writer of the first 


century, dealing with the popular 
agricultural lore of his times, says 


“Many persons, for the effectual pro- 


tection of millet, recommend that 4@ 


bramble-frog should be carried at 
night round the field before the hoe- 


ing is done, and then buried in an 
earthen vessel in the middle of the 
field. If this is done, they say, nel- 
ther sparrows nor worms will attack 
the crop. The frog, however, must be 


disinterred before the millet is cut; 


for, if this be neglected, the produce 
will be bitter, It is pretended, too, 
that all seeds which have been touch- 
ed by the shoulders of a mole are re- 


markably productive.” 


UNFINISHED HOGS 


All unfinished hogs offered at the 
stockyards and packing plants, such 
as do not conform to the requirements 
of the grading regulations, are graded 
as feeders, and, says the Live Btock 
Market Report, it is in the interests 
of the producers to make every effort 
to hold back hogs of select bacon, 
and bacon weights, until they are 
properly finished. Underfinished pigs 
make soft bacon and poor cuts and 


roasts.

In a typical ripening room the 
bananas are hung in two tiers, Treat- 
ments vary to allow fast, intermediate, 
or slow ripening; and three to four, 
five to seven, and eight to ten days 
respectively are allowed with green 
fruit of average ripening character- 
istics, The most desirable tempera- 
ture has been found to be from 62 to 
68 degrees Fah, When rapid ripen- 
ing is necessary to meet marketing 
conditions, the temperature is in- 
creased as much as % degrees Fah, 
per hour within that temperature 
range without its having any injuri- 
ous effect on the fruit, 

When the fruit begins to color, the 
temperature is reduced to (5 degrees 
Fah., and held at that point, During 
the warming period heavy condensa- 
tion of moisture on the fruit takes 
place, which seems to have a bene- 
ficial effect. When it is necessary to 
hold the ripening fruit in an almost 
static state to prevent over-ripening, 
the temperature around % degrees 
Fah. has been found most satisfactory, 
The relative humidity of the ripening 
room is an important factor, and is 
usually kept at 90 to 9% per cent, 
otherwise an excessive shrinkage in 
the fruit results, As soon as the 
bananas have colored the relative 
humidity is reduced to about SO per 
cent, 

The practice of confining the car- 
bon dioxide gas «iven off by the fruit 
during the process of ripening is im- 
portant, as it has been observed that 
the bananas ripen more evenly in its 
presence than if it is expelled from 
the room. Ventilation, until the fruit 
has colored is avoided, except that re- 
quired for safe operation of the gas- 
burning heaters. When the fruit has 
colored, the air in the room is changed 
three or four times every hour. From 
five to seven days is the average time 
required to accomplish ripening at @ 
medium rate,

The funeral of Mary Sophia Watson, 
age 50, wife of Andrew Watson, who 
passed away in Grande Prairie on 
Tuesday, November 21, took place on 
Friday afternoon.

“The earthly chapter of a life may 
be closed, but the work and influence 
of a life does not cease with physical 
death. For good or ill it still affects 
the lives of those left behind,-—‘their 
works follow them.’ To the eyes of 
men the work of Christ was scarce 
begun when He left this world, But 
He departed in faith and His Work is 
being perfected by those who carry on 
in His Name. Paul tells us in the 
chapter of which our text is a part, 
that the Old Testament workers, 
though they tolled and prayed, 
achieved and suffered, seldom received 
the complete fulfilment of the prom- 
ises made to them, but they did in 
faith not having received the promise, 
and it was the task of those who fol- 
lowed to perfect their work, and thus 
enable God to completely fulfil His 
promise made Lo those who had passed 
on. 

“That ean certainly be applied to 
Mrs. Watson. She prayed and toiled 


for the salvation of those she loved, 


for the quickening of her church and 
for a revival of religion in this north- 
land, She ‘passed’ without seeing 
these things in the degree she desired.

TRADE VOLUME SHOWS 
INCREASE IN OCTOBER 


OTTAWA.--Canada's trade volume 
continued its upward movement dur- 
ing October, according to the National 
Revenue Department, the total volume

IN GRAINS AND LIVESTOCK 
AT ROYAL WINTER FAIR 


The first three days of Judging at 
the royal winter fair at Toronto this 
year have already brought this pro- 
vinee notable victories in both grains 
and livestock. One of these was the 
winning of a first prize and reserve 
championship by Jos, Haggerty of 
Olds, with a four-year-old Clyde 
gelding in a class in which he had 
stiff competition from recently im- 
ported stock, With the same animal 
he took third place in the special class 
for farm-owned animals, in a line-up 
of thirty entries. 

Another fine record is also being 
made this year by the two exhibitors 
in Holsteins, Hays and Co, of Cal- 
gary, and the C.P.R, farms at poche 
more, Last year, these two exhibi- 
tors rather astounded the dairy cattle 
competitors from the older parts of 
the continent by sweeping the boards 
in a number of classes, On Thursday 
the C.P.R. farm won top place in the 
class for aged cows not in milk, with 
their entry “Wayne Sylvia.” This 
eight-year-old cow beat ‘a famous fe- 
male from the Maytag farms in Towa, 
Hays and Co, had tenth in the same 
class. In a very stiff class of Hol- 
stein senior bull calves, Hays and 
Co. won a first on Hay's “Aristo- 
eracy.” In the three-year-old bull 
class, Hays and Co, came third and 
the C.P.R, fourth, Of the first ten 
bulls in this class, five were bred in 
Alberta, 

Alberta is also in the front rank 
again at Toronto with its poultry ex- 
hibits. In turkeys, which is Alberta's 
special field, there were 12 entries, 
and nine prizes have been taken, in- 
cluding two firsts, one by the depart- 
ment of agriculture in young hens, 
and one by Miss Elsie Richards of 
Czar, in young toms, Other winners 
in turkeys were Mrs. Cookston of 
Tofield, Mrs, Macdonald of Olds, Mrs. 
Frank Houcher of Czar, and Mrs. J. 
Bird of Innisfail. 

Gilbert Young of DeWinton, prac- 
tically swept the boards in rose comb 
white leghorns, winning four firsts 
and a second. Jas. Reid and James 
Smith, both of Calgary, were winners 
in Rhode Island reds. 

In the grain section Alberta has 
done equally well. The Canadian 
grand championship and first prize in 
spring wheat went to the Smith farms 
at Lethbridge, and first place in reg- 
istered spring wheat went to Had- 
lington Bros. of the same place, An- 
drew Giffen of Okotoks won first in 
two-rowed barley, and other notable 
winners in wheat were Wm. Rigby of 
Wembley, Stephen Harrington of 
Marwayne, Peter Rock of Morrin, J. 
Heffernan of Grainger, and M. Beards 
of Vauxhaul. In oats, Mr. Rock was 
second; L. C, Anderson, Bittern Lake, 
third; Nels Linden, Wetaskiwin, 5th; 
and the Lethbridge Northern Irriga- 
tion District, seventh. A. 
Brooks scored first in field beans in 
the section for grain in sacks, and 
Nels Linden scored a second in six- 
rowed barley in the same section, 
while Lister Ball of Edmonton, got a 
second in white oats. 

In the clover and grass seed classes, 
all the important firsts came to Al- 
berta, with W. J. Bryant of Boyle at 
the top in sweet clover, D. Dahl of 
Duchess in alsike, 8. Harrop of Hu- 
allen in brome grass, and A. M, Smith 
of Wembley in western rye grass. 

In the junior grain club classes, the 
youngsters from Alberta just about 
swept the boards. In wheat, first 
place went to Saskatchewan, but this 
was followed by a long string of wins 
from Alberta, with Jos, Kallal of To- 
field second; his brother Edward, 
third; Peter Sebastian of Wembley, 
fourth, and his brother Paul, fifth; 
Jos. Schultz of Athabasca, sixth; Geo, 
Shaul of Stony Plain, eleventh; and 
Wm, Rigby of Wembley, fourteenth.

AIR LINE ACROSS SAHARA 
DESERT AIM OF FRANCE 


With only 24 hours from the heart 
of Burope to the heart of the Sahara, 
French experts are drawing plans for 
a Saharan Air Service instead of con- 
centrating on the Trans-Saharan 
Railroad, which yet may take years to 
complete, 

The success of several aviation and 
automobile missions to various points 
of the Sahara, both from Moroeco and 
Algiers, has convinced the French 
government officials interested — in 
central African development that the 
liaison between metropolitan France 
and the African colonies can be ac- 
complished easiest by air 

The Trans-Saharan Railroad Com- 
mission has made exhaustive studies 
of the probable and possible routes, 
but these plans still are in dispute 
because of the’ more recent and very 
accurate findings 

The advantages of automobile and 
aviation routes are apparent in that 
sudden tactical surprises, or hereto- 
fore unknown developments in cli- 


mate, or geological aspects, may be 
overcome by a simple change of the 
route, 

French civil aviation authorities 


still are working on plans for the 
Trans-Saharan Air Line. In fact, the 
1934 budget contains an appropriation 
of ten million franes for Trans-African 
studies, which would provide for an 
air route joining France and the desert 
with other contiguous lines over north 
Africa, 


EUROPEAN COUNTRIES SEEM 
TO BE PREPARING FOR WAR 

The news that comes from Europe | 
makes one wonder if that continent 
has forgotten already the bloody days 
of 1914-18, 

France has just completed a “great 
wall” of fortifications extending back 
15 miles from her German frontier 
which was five years in the building 
and which cost millions of dollars, 

Alarmed by Hitler's blood-and-

Equally distrustful of Hitler's in- 
tentions, Austria is seeking an addi- 
her army, bringing it up to 
its full authorized strength under the 
treaty of St. Germain, She may also 
reintroduce universal military train- 
ing.

This, the last book of the Herries 
Chronicle, is the love story of Benjie, 
the wanderer and rascal, and Vanessa, 
daughter of —Adam Herries, the most 
beautiful woman of her day. 

In the first three books — “Rogue 
Herries,” “Judith Paries,” and “The 
Fortress,” we followed the fortunes of 
the Herries, and once more we find 
them all gathered together in their 
clannishness; proud, narrow, and self- 
satisfied though they may be, they 
are yet very lovable. Though, in the 
midst of the loving and hating, the 
quarrelling and the smugness of the 
family, Vanessa and Benjie stand 
apart. 

The character of Vanessa dominates 
the book, as did the characters of 
“Rogue and Judith Paris before her. 
Beautiful, but not clever, childishly 
simple in many ways, but above all 
staunch and faithful, and of a great 
understanding. The book opens with 
the celebration of the one hundredth 
birthday of Judith Paris in 1874, and 


fends with the 
) the family. It is set 
‘in the Lake District, and in London. 
“Vanessa” is a wonderful and very 
readable book. As he finished it Mr. 
Walpole must have felt a pang of real 
regret, as will many of his readers 
who have followed the fortunes of the 
Herries from the beginning.

Two heavy 


jfrom exposed 


The International 
Mind

Those who have had the privilege 
lof reading the report in the Edmonton 
jpapers recently of the lectures given 
jby Dr. Alfred Zimmern in Edmonton 
on “The Foreign Policy of Great 
Britain” must be impressed with the 
jneed for and lack of a knowledge of 
linternational affairs among our people. 
| Some by association, trarel or an- 
jeestry have a natural inclination to 
appreciate the valuable contributions 
Jother than our own. 

Possibly the Jews have the most 


jhighly developed mind from an inter-) 


jnational standpoint. You find them 
itaking a leading part in and among 
ljall nations, contributing especially to 
ja broader outlook on world affairs 
jthan the nation in which they have 
jsettled. But to the vast majority of 
our people international affairs are a 
closed door from lack of interest and 
lsympathy with ideals and aspirations 
j other than their own; thus the forma- 
jtion of “Foreign Affairs” in the United 
States to endeavor to educate and 
foster a knowledge of and interest in 
the policies of the world in that 
country, so lacking through the teach- 
ing of their former statesmen incul- 
cated in the principles of the “Monroe 
Doctrine.” 

We are too absorbed with our local 
and petty affairs to take the broader 


view point, thus contributing in no; 


small way towards international comn- 
flict: whereas by studying policies of 
other nations, their people and their 
|contributions to the welfare of the 
world at large we would be directly 
cementing that brotherhood so neces- 
sary in these times of conflicting 
economical interests 

Dr. Zimmern is a professor of In- 
ternational Affairs at Oxford and, 
with his distinguished wife, founded 
the Geneva School of International 
Studies, where university students of 
nationalities take summer 
courses He advocates a common 
foreign policy for the Empire in the 
1 <g up of an Imperial Foreign 
He advocates the recognition 
of war as a supreme crime and of- 
fense t& be swiftly and sternly
